Only 200 feet of the em I 
bankment gave way at first and mighty j 
efforts were made by hundreds of la 
borers in charge of the goven.fluent en- ! 
glneer to check the flood by cribbing J 
and sacking, but it was soon apparent 
that It was beyond human power to 1 
successfully combat the fury of the J 
current. 
An hour later it was seen 
that the ends of the levee on either j 
side of the 
crevasse 
were melting 1 
fast, the force of the current cutting j 
the embankment away as though it 
were built of sand. 
When the first report of tne break 
reached this city the excitement was 
intense and many people began to col­ 
lect their valuables 
and hold them 
selves in readiness to move away at 
a moment’s notice. 
The back water 
has reached here, but it is believed 
that there is no danger, as the water 
will pass rapidly to the southward. 
Worst Break Yet Recorded.

This is the first break to be reported 
on the Mississippi side since the pres, 
cnt rise began. 
Major Sears says a^desperate strug­ 
gle is being made to prevent the fur­ 
ther widening of the breach by rivet­ 
ting the* ends of the levee and strength­ 
ening them with sand sacks. 
Reports from the interior are m e a ­
